Brother. Theodore Johnson of 
Sabbathday Lake, United Society 
of Believers, was the featured 
speaker at a well-attended monthly 
meeting of the Bethel Historical 
Society held Thursday evening in 
the meeting room of the Dr, Moses 
Mason Museum.

Hydrant flushing was completed 
by. the Bethel Water District last 
week. The operation was success- 
ful because the mains are cleaned 
and water flow through the sys- 
ter fs improved as a result. The 
flushing is a bi-annual procedure. 
The question of charging for 
water used to fill swimming pools 


hhas come up due to high usage - 


rates shown on the District's flow 


metering system. Pools take on ty& 


the average 30,000 gallons of drink- 
ing quality water. The Water Dis- 
trict incurs costs by providing this 


large quantity of water and these { 


costs must be passed on to the 


user even’ though it is a one time f 


service. When, due to high and 
unaccounted for rates of flow, the 


District’s employees suspect that es 
povls are being filled without a } 
purchase or service request, a dou- ; 


ble cost to the District is incurred. 
High flow rates indicate major 
leaks as well as the possibility 
that someone is using an unusual 
amount of water. Therefore, time 
must be spent searching for a leak 
which could otherwise be spent 
on regular operations and mainten- 
ance, 
Customer charge for filling a 

30,000 gal. pool is $48 for the 
water. If the fire department trans- 
ports water from a hydrant to a 
pool, billing by the town is a sep- 
arate charge not included in the 
water charge. The District’s bill- 
img procedure is consistent with 
Public Utilities Commission reg- 
ulations. Charges are also made 
for water purchases requested by 
State or Federal agencies requir- 
ing a large volume of treated wa- 
ter. For example the Maine Dept. 
of Transportation used 33,000 gal- 
ons recently for cleaning bridges 
and they have been so billed. 
_By tightening wp on water ser- 
vice billing, the District Trustees 
believe that previously lost reven- 
ues can from now on be obtained 
and result in more equitable, cus- 
tomer charges,

maintained at the District's office 
on Philbrook Street and are avail- 
able for public inspection.
